With chief interest focused on 
Blue Bell Oil's Lomita No. 1 
project located one-half mile 
south of the proven South Tor- 
rance-Lomita field and operators 
continuing to pack in derricks 
on nearly every square foot ol 
ground available in the area, the 
petroleum procession continued 
to advance this week even over 
reports of abandonments and 
failing production. 

The Blue Bell well on 241st 
street in Lomita territory is re­ 
garded as the bell-wether of a 
flock that will swarm into addi 
tional territory if a producer Is 
delivered. However if the B. B. 
becomes "a duster, observers pre­ 
dict a decline «in drilling activity. 
The project is drilling ahead of 
5,010 feet in shale with occasion­ 
al streaks of oil sand. 

When Young and Bryan 
abandoned their Lomita No. 1 
on 237th about two blocks east 
of Pennsylvania after finding 
only gray1 sand to present depth 
of 5,025 feet, a number of oper­ 
ators hazarded the opinion this 
week that 'the dry hole defined 
the southerly limits of activity. 
The Blue Bell Is said to be about 
the only hope for extension now. 
The outpost well, drilling at 4,900 
feet had some hard going try­ 
ing to get thru -hard shell forma­ 
tion this week. The strata is 
said to be similar to that found 
in the D and B Oil's discovery 
well in the Harbor City-Lomita 
extension area.

Should the petition be 
granted similar actions as to the 
other 88 acres could be brought, 
It Is said.
